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MARKET  REVIEW 

On  April  27  the  Department  declared  an  additional  deficit  of  50,000 
short  tons,  raw  value,  in  the  sugar  quota  for  Puerto  Rico.     The  action  in- 
creases the  total  deficit  in  the  1973  Puerto  Rican  quota  to  700,000  tons. 
The  press     release  accompanying  the  action,  together  with  the  revised  quotas 
are  reproduced  herein  beginning  on  Page  5. 

Stocks  of  raw  and  refined  sugar  reported  on  hand  by  all  primary  dis- 
tributors on  April  28,  1973,  totaled  2,636,000  short  tons,  raw  value, 
according  to  preliminary  reports.     This  was  141,000  tons  less  than  a  month 
earlier  and  238,000  tons  less  than  at  the  end  of    April    of  last  year.  Beet 
processors'  stocks  of  1,313,000  tons  were  117,000  tons  less  than  a  month 
earlier  and  78,000  tons  less  than  on  April  30,  1972.     Cane  sugar  refiners 
reported  stocks  of  raw  and  refined  sugar  totaling  903,000  tons,  up  22,000 
tons  from  a  month  ago,  but  down  212,000  tons  from  the  end  of  April  1972. 

Reported  sales  of  sugar  by  primary  distributors  for  consumption  in 
the  continental  United  States  continue  to  compare  well  with  last  year  when 
record  quantities  were  sold.     Through  May  12,  19  73,  preliminary  reports 
indicate  3,832,000  short  tons,  raw  value,  of  sugar  were  delivered.  This 
compares  with  3,748,000  tons  delivered  during  that  period  of  19  72  and 
3,627,000  tons  during  the  same  period  of  1971.     Constructive  deliveries, 
i.e.,  sugar  sold  and  charged  to  quotas  in  December  but  physically  delivered 
in  January  and  February  of  the  following  year,  amounted  to  129,000  tons  in 
1972,  88,000  tons  in  1971  and  161,000  tons  in  1970.     Physical  deliveries 
through  May  12,  1973,  therefore,  totaled  3,961,000  tons  compared  with 
3,836,000  tons  and  3,788,000  tons  delivered  respectively,  during  those  periods 
of  1972  and  19  71. 

On  a  regional  basis,  reported  deliveries  of  primary  distributors  by  states  o 
destination  during  the  first  quarter  of  1973  were  about  0.5  percent  below 
those  reported    during     the     comparable    quarter    of      1972.  Reported  deliveries 
were  up  4.4  percent  in  the  North  Central  region,  about  the  same  in  the  mid- 
Atlantic  but  down  6.0  percent  in  the  West,  3.6  percent  in  the  South  and  3.0 
percent  in  the  New  England  region. 

On  an  individual  basis,  19  states  received  more  sugar  during  the  first  quart 
of  1973,  as  compared  with  that  quarter  of  1972,  while  31  states  received  less. 
There  were  six  states  with  reported  increases  of  more  than  100,000  hundred- 
weight while  two  states — Michigan  and  Wisconsin — had  increases  of  more 
than  200,000  hundredweight.  Of  those  States  where  reported  deliveries  were 
smaller  during  the  first  quarter  of  1973,  California  had  the  largest  decrease, 
383,000  hundredweight  followed  by  New  Jersey  which  was  down  275,000,  Ohio 
down  246,000  hundredweight  and  Delaware  down  224,000  hundredweight. 

On  May  1,  in  several  of  the    pricing  territories    interested  sellers  an- 
nounced increases  in  the  wholesale  price  quotations  for  refined  sugar  sold 
in  100-pound  paper  bags — the  basis  pack — and  in  bulk.     The  increases,  which 
amounted  to  .25  cent  per  pound,  were  determined  by  the  amount  by  which  the 
average  domestic  spot  price  for  raw  sugar  (No.  10  Contract  of  the  New  York 
Coffee  and  Sugar  Exchange)  for  the  month  of  April  exceeded  9.40  cents  per 
pound.     Th&  increases  were  applicable  to  the  Northeast,  Mid-Central, 
Western  Ohio-Lower  Michigan,  Southeast  and  Gulf  regions. 

On  May  1  a  beet  sugar  processor  announced  that  in  the  Chicago-West 
region,  effective  May  2,  prices  for  industrial  grades  of  refined  sugar 
were  being  advanced  .20  cent  per  pound  increasing  the  quoted  price  for  100- 
pound  bags  from  11.75  cents  to  11.95  cents  per  pound.      Their  announcement 
also  made  provision  for  acceptance  of  orders  at  prices  in  effect  prior  to 
the  announcement,  subject  to  confirmation  and  ability  to  make  shipment  through 
May  11,19  73. 
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On  May  3,  19  73,  a  cane  sugar  refiner  announced,  effective  the  same  day 
in  the  Chicago-West  territory,  increases  of  .20  cent  per  pound  in  the  quoted 
wholesale  price  for  refined  sugar  sold  in  100-pound  bags  and  in  bulk.  The 
increase  would  raise  the  price  of  100-pound  bags  from  11.75  cents 
to  11.95  cents  per  pound.     On  May  7,  the  same  seller  announced  that  to  meet 
competition,  they  would  continue  to  accept  orders  for  shipment  or  delivery 
through  May  11,  19  73,  at  preannouncement  prices. 

In  the  Pacific  Coast  region,  interested  sellers  announced  increases  of  .25 
cent  per  pound  in  the  wholesale  price  quotations  for  industrial  sugars , effective 
May  21.     This  would  increase  the  price  for  100-pound  bags  from  11.85  cents 
to  12.10  cents  per  pound.

Significant  variations  of  actual  prices  from  the  quoted  prices  may  be 
found  in  certain  regions  reflecting  discounts  resulting  from  uompetitive 
c  onditions . 

The  U.  S.  average  retail  price  for  refined  sugar  sold  in  5-pound  paper 
bags  during  April  averaged  14.42  cents  per  pound,  up  from  14.34  cents  in 
.March  and  up  from  13.94  cents  during  April  of  last  year,  an  increase  of  3.4 
percent  during  the  12-month  period. 

The  quoted  price  for  raw  sugar,  duty  paid  and  delivered  to  New  York, 
as  established  by  the  spot  committee  of  the  New  York  Coffee  and  Sugar 
Exchange,  averaged  9.65  cents  per  pound  during  April,  up  from  9.45  cents 
In  March  and  up  from  8.89  cents  in  April  of  last  year.     The  quotation  has 
shown  considerable  strength  during  May  rising  from  9.75  cents  on  A^ril  30 
to  9.85  cents  on  May  1,  to  9.95  cents  on  May  4,  to  10.05  cents  on  May  11 
and  to  10.20  cents  per  pound  on  May  18.     On  May  23  the  quotation  was  10.20 
cents  and  for  the  period  May  1-23  averaged  10.02  cents  compared  with  8.79 
cents  during  that  period  of  last  year. 

The  harvest  of  1972-73  crop  sugarcane  in  Florida  is  expected  to  be 
completed  on  May  23  after  a  220  day  campaign.     Preliminary  reports  indicate 
a  record  outturn  of  960,000  tons  of  sugar,  raw  value,  compared  with  634,000 
tons  produced  last  year.     Cane  sugar  production  from  the  1972  Louisiana 
crop  totaled  about  658,000  tons. 

Cane  sugar  production  in  Hawaii  through  April  28,  1973  totaled  280,870 
short  tons,  96°  basis  compared  with  production  of  243,623  tons  through 
April  29  of  last  year  and  263,679  tons  through  May  1,  1971. 
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The  spot  quotation  of  the  New  York  Coffee  and  Sugar  Exchange  for  world 
bulk  sugar  (No.  11  Contract)  f.o.b.  and  stowed  at  greater  Caribbean  ports, 
including  Brazil,  averaged  9.06  cents  per  pound  during  April,  up  from  8.89 
cents  in  March  and  up  from  7.29  cents  in  April  of  last  year. 

The  world  raw  sugar  price  quotation  was  at  9.30  cents  per  pound  on  May  1, 
declined  to  8.95  cents  on  May  7-8,  rose  to  9.05  cents  on  May  9-10,  declined 
to  8.95  cents  on  May  11  after  which  it  followed  a  rising  trend  reaching  10.25 
cents  on  May  21.     On  May  23  the  quotation  was  10.55  cents  and  for  the  period 
May  1-23  averaged  9.38  cents  compared  with  6.98  cents  per  pound  during  that 
period  of  1972. 

ADMINISTRATIVE  ACTIONS  RELATING  TO  1973  SUGAR  SUPPLIES 

USDA  ANNOUNCES  DECLARATION,  PRORATION  OF  ADDITIONAL  1973  SUGAR  DEFICIT; 

The  U.  S.  Department  of  Agriculture  (USDA)  on  April  27  declared  an 
additional  deficit  of  50,000  short  tons,  raw  value,  in  the  sugar  quota  for 
Puerto  Rico. 

The  action  increases  the  total  deficit  in  the  1973  Puerto  Rican  quota 
to  700,000  tons.     Of  the  additional  deficit  of  50,00C,  tons,  15,040  tons  was 
prorated  to  the  Philippines  and  the  remaining  34,960  tons  to  Western  Hemisphere 
countries  on  the  basis  of  quotas  determined  under  Section  202  of  the  Sugar  Act. 

The  USDA  is  required  pursuant  to  Section  204(a)  of  the  Sugar  Act  to 
periodically  determine  as  information  becomes  available  but  not  less  frequently 
than  60  day  intervals,  whether  any  area  or  country  will  fail  to  fulfill  its 
quota  obligations.     Each  foreign  country  that  will  not  be  able  to  fill  its 
1973  quota  as  announced  today  should  notify  the  USDA  by  June  1  of  the  amount 
of  such  shortfalland  the  reason  for  its  inability  to  fulfill  its  1973  quota 
as  soon  as  possible  to  avoid  a  possible  reduction  in  its  subsequent  year's 
quotas .

OTHER  ADMINISTRATIVE  ACTIONS 

Washington,  May  9,  1973 —  The  U.  S.  Department  of  Agriculture  (USDA) 
announced  public  hearings  on  fair  and  reasonable  prices  for  the  1973  Louisiana 
and  Florida  sugarcane  crops  and  on  whether  the  wage  determinations  applicable 
to  fieldworkers  which  became  effective  Oct.  23,  1972,  in  Louisiana,  and 
Oct.  30,  1972,  in  Florida,  should  be  continued  or  amended.

1.  April  1973  deliveries  for  continental  U.  S.  consumption  896,000  short 
tons,  raw  value  (preliminary),  down  about  153,000  tons  from  a  month 
earlier  but  up  94,000  tons  from  April  1972.    January-April  1973  deliveries 
3,463,000  short  tons,  raw  value,  up  84,000  tons  from  January-April  1972. 
Final  data  for  March  1973  deliveries  1,049,000  short  tons,  raw  value- 
previously  published  preliminary  as  1,034,000  tons. 

2.  Primary  distributors'  stocks  April  28,  1973  were  2,636,000  down 
238,000  tons  from  a  year  ago  and  down  141,000  tons  from  the  end  of  March 
1973.     During  April  refiners'  stocks  increased  22,000  tons,  beet  processors 
stocks  decreased  117,000  tons,  mainland  cane  processors'  stocks  decreased 
45,000  tons  and  Importers  of  direct  consumption  sugar  stocks  remained  about 
unchanged. 

3.  Charges  to  quotas  January  1  to  April  30,  1973  were  3,412,387  short  tons 
raw  value,  leaving  a  balance  of  8,087,613  tons  to  be  supplied  within  the 
11,500,000  ton  total. 

4.  Regionally,  January-March  deliveries,  1973  as  compared  to  1973  were  up 
in  one  of  the  five  regions,  about  the  same  in  one  and  down  in  three.  The 
North  Central  region  increased  4.4  percent,  the  Mid-Atlantic  remained  about 
unchanged  while  deliveries  were  down  6.0  percent  in  the  West,  3.6  percent 
in  the  South  and  3.0  percent  in  the  New  England  region. 

5.  Through  May  5,  1973,  imports  of  sweetened  chocolate  (for  consumption 
at  retail),  candy  and  confectionery  totaled  47.2  million  pounds  or  about 
38  percent  of  the  9-month  quota  through  September  30  and  27  percent  of  the 
1973  calendar  year  quota.     Imports  continue  to  total  slightly  less  than 
imports  during  the  comparable  period  of  1972.
